DISEASES  NOTIFIED  DURING  THE  YEAR, 
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NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER 
INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  the  District 
is  under  the  County,  and  there  is  one  Nurse  and  one  Mid¬ 
wife  employed. 

Three  other  Midwives  are  practicing  in  the  District. 

There  is  also  a  District  Nurse,  whose  expenses  are  kindly 
defrayed  by  Marie  Baroness  von  Schroder. 

There  is  a  Poor  Law  Institution  in  the  District,  and  a 
Cottage  Hospital  situated  just  outside  the  District  with  Am¬ 
bulance  stationed  in  the  District. 

The  Nantwich  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  about 
half  a  mile  from  the  District.  Three  diseases  can  be  con¬ 
currently  treated,  and  there  are  41  available  beds.  There 
are  also  up-to-date  Ambulance  facilities  and  Steam  Disin¬ 
fecting  Apparatus. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  is  situated  at  Ravensmoor,  and 
is  available  for  both  Urban  and  Rural  Districts. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  are  made  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  the  number  of  Examinations 
being  as  follows: — Diphtheria  28;  Typhoid  Fever  2;  Human 
Tuberculosis  Sputum  13. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  Council  free  for 
necessitous  cases. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Owing  to  the  long  drought,  the  water  in  the  Mere  was 
the  lowest  on  record.  At  the  end  of  December  the  water 
was  down  25  feet  below  normal,  being  9  feet  lower  than 
in  the  year  1911.  Pumping  operations  commenced  on  the 
17th  of  June,  and  continued  until  the  17th  of  January,  1922. 
From  the  5th  of  August  until  the  13th  of  December  the 
water  in  the  District  was  turned  off  at  5-0  p.m.  until  7-30 
a.m.,  and  from  the  13th  December  until  the  18th  of  Jan¬ 
uary,  1922.  at  3-0  p.m.  until  7-30  a.m.  Notices  were 
distributed  throughout  the  District  in  September,  advising 
the  public  to  boil  all  water  before  using  same  for  drinking 
purposes. 


The  storage  capacity  of  the  Mere  has  been  considerably 
increased  during  the  year,  and  the  whole  question  of  water 
supply  is  at  the  present  time  receiving  very  careful  attention 
with  a  view  to  improving  same. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  is  appended, 
shows  in  detail  the  work  carried  on  during  the  year  in  the 
Health  Department.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  very  consider¬ 
able  number  of  inspections  have  been  made.

there  were 

approximately  66  midden- 

privies  in  the  District,  a  considerable  number  of  same  being 
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very  deep  and  in  a  dilapidated  condition.  Owing  to  the 
wet  and  offensive  state  of  these  midden-privies  there  is  a 
great  difficulty  in  emptying  same.  During  the  year  16  midden- 
privies  have  been  converted  into  pail  closets.  The  middens 
and  under  seats  have  been  filled  up  to  ground  level  with  good 
hard  rubbish  and  covered  with  concrete.  In  some  cases  doors 
and  frames  have  been  fixed  in  the  outside  wall's  for  removal 
of  pails,  and  in  other  cases  wood  fronts,  made  to*  open,  have 
been  fixed  to  closet  seats.  The  roofs,  walls,  doors,  floor.-, 
etc.,  have  been  repaired  where  necessary,  and  open  middens 
have  been  abolished  and  ashbins  provided. 

Seven  dilapidated  midden-privies  have  been  abolished  and 
water  closets  erected. 

One  pail  closet  has  been  converted  into  a  water  closet. 

The  ashpit  scavenging  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily 
during  the  year,  and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  at  the  whole  of  the  Schools 
in  the  District  have  been  frequently  inspected,  and  found 
satisfactory. 


COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  four  Registered  Common  Lodging-Houses  in 
the  District. 

Two  hundred  and  one  visits  have  been  paid  to  these 
premises,  which  are  well  conducted  and  kept  in  a  clean  state. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

Inhere  are  10  registered  Dairy  Farms  and  Cowsheds  in 
the  District;  also  one  Milk  Shop  &  Dairy. 

These  have  been  inspected,  and  have  been  kept  in  a 
cleanly  state  and  thoroughly  limewashed  twice  during  the  year. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  19  retail  Bakehouses  in  the  District,  one  of 
which  is  underground.  These  have  been  inspected  and  found 
satisfactory. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  6  registered  and  3  licensed  private  Slaughter 
Houses  in  the  District,  which  have  been  frequently  visited 
and  found  satisfactory. 


FOOD  SUPPLIES  CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  AND 

REGULATIONS. 

The  premises  where  food  supplies  are  prepared  and  ex¬ 
posed  for  sale  are  regularly  inspected,  and  no  seizure  of  un¬ 
sound  food  has  been  made  during  the  year. 


FRIED  FISH  SHOPS,  COOKED  MEAT  SHOPS,  ETC. 

These  premises  are  not  regulated  by  Bye-laws,  but  are 
frequently  inspected,  and  the  businesses  are  carried  out  in 
a  satisfactory  manner. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

These  premises  are  regularly  inspected,  are  kept  in  a 
cleanly  state,  and  no  complaints  as  to  nuisances  arising  there¬ 
from  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  Offensive  Trades  established 
within  the  District,  viz: — One  large  Tannery,  a  Fellmonger, 
and  two  Tripe  Boilers. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND 

INFECTION. 

All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  had  immediate 
attention ;  precaution  papers  containing  instructions  for  pre¬ 
venting  the  spread  of  the  disease  were  left,  also  liquid  disin¬ 
fectants  for  washing  and  cleansing  purposes.  After  recovery 
or  removal  of  the  patients,  the  infected  bedding  and  cloth¬ 
ing  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  disinfected 
by  Steam.  The  infected  rooms  were  afterwards  sprayed  with 
Formalin. 

Seventy-seven  rooms  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  premises,  and  any  defects  found  were  immediately  rem¬ 
edied.
